The Waters 
being low, and our Pilots very Un- 
slcilful, we fpent fifteen Days be- 
fore we reach'd Aianfelouj altho'whea 
the River is High', and with a fa- 
vonrable Gale that Journey is ufaaUy 
HKudc in ijve Daysr ^Moffetm \i i 
Town of the. higher £?>«, Famops 
for the Traffick of Linen-clotli. The 
Grand Signior keq)s a Garrifon there 
of -500' Janifaries^ and 200 SpahPs to 
hinder the Excurlion of the Arabians^ 
who Ravage* all that C6ujitry% 

'The Rendezvous of the Caravans 
of Sennar and 9/€thiopia is at Andh 
half' i Le^gu^ above Mmfelou. We 
encamp'd in that Village, to wait till 
all the Caravan was aflerobled, and 
we contind'd for above three Months 
under our Tents, in which we fufler'd 
mnch vfor the Beats of that Country are 
infupportable, efpecially to Europeans^ 
who are not acculbom'd to thenit The 
Sun is fo burning hot, that from tea 
a Clock in. the Morqirig to the Eve- 
ning we cou'd fcarce dravr Breath. 
After having purcJhasM Camels, and 
made our neceflary Provifioas for the 
pafliog the Defarbs of Lihy^t^ we quit- 
ted

ted that unplcafant Abode on Septem- 
ber the 24th aboat three a Clock in 
the AftCMOon^ and we took up otit 
Lodging at about a League and a 
half diftance oh the Eaftern Bank of 
t*e Nile^ in a Place call'd Cant at a^ 
where we were oblig'd to tak^ up 
ojr Quarters for fome Days, in ex- 
peftation of the Merchants of Girge 
and of Syout who were not then ar- 
riV'd. 

A Relation of the King of Semar 
invited me to go to Syout and fent 
me an Arabian Horfe. I pafs'd over 
the Nile upon a very large Bridge, 
built' with fair Stone. I am pcrfwa- 
ded, that 'tis the only Bridge upon 
this River, and I got to the Town 
in four Hours tinae. I beheld the Ru- 
ins of an ancient and magnificent Am^ 
phitheater, with fome Maufoleums of 
the ancient Romans. The Town of 
Syout is encompafs'd with delicious 
Gardens, and fair Palm-Trfees, which 
bear the beft Dates of all £^p^. Ha- 
ving at my Return found all the 
Company met, we fet forward on the 
2d of O£lober early in the Morning, 
and from that very Day we entered 
a frightful Defart. Thefe Dt farts

are extremely dangeroas, becaufe the 
Sands being oloviag ^re rais'd ^y the 
ieafi: Wind which darken the Air, 
and ifaUiog afterwards in Clouds, Pa^- 
fingers are often buried in them, or 
at lead lofe the R^ufe^ which they 
ought to keep. 

They obferve great Order in the 
Marches of the Caravans. Befidesthe 
Commander who is to decide ^Q 0iir 
putes and Differences that Ihall arife, 
there are certain Guides w^ho march 
at the Head of the Caravans, and who 
giv€ the Signal both for qpving and 
halting, by the Beat of a Kettle-drum. 
They fet out three or four Hburs 
before Day agaioft which time all 
the Camels and all the Beafts of Bur* 
den are to be in a readinefs ; there is 
no lofing Sight or ftragling from it, 
without evident Danger of perifbing. 
The Guides are fo expert, that altho' 
there appear no . Track upoo the 
Sand, they never go a St^p out of 
the Way. After having travelFd till 
Mid'day, they (lop for about half an 
Hour, wichouc i^nloading the Camels, 
and after having taken a little Reft, 
they purfue their Journey until three 
or four Hours within the Night. 

Whereas 
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Whereas they obferve in all their En- 
camptnents, the famfe Rank and Or- 
der which they had at their firft fct- 
ting out, there never happens any Dif- 
pate among the Paflengers^ concern- 
ing that. ^ - 

We Arriv'd on the 6th of OSlohr at 
Helaove-^ 'Tis a pretty large Borough, 
and the lafl: that, is under the Grand 
Signior' Jurifdiftion. There'is a Gaf- 
rifon in it of 500 Jamfaties and 300 
Spahi'^s under the Command of an Of- 
ficer whom in that Country they call 
Kachif. Helaoue is very pleafant, an<l 
anfwers fully its Name, which fignifies 
a Country of Sweetnefs, Here are 
to be feen a great Num<)er of Gar- 
dens water'd with Brooks, and a 
World of Palm-trees, which prefer ve 
a continual Verdure, Coloqmntida is 
to be found there, and- all the Fields 
are fiird with Senna, which grows 
upon a Shrub, about three Fo'of High. 
This Drug which is fo much Efteem'd 
in Europe, is of no nfe in the Country 
hereabouts. The Inhabitants of //<?- 
Ui^ite in their Illnefles, make only XJfe 
of the Root of Ezjala^ which for a 
whole Night they infufc inMiik,and 
take the day aftier, having firft StrainM 
B 3 . Ik 
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it thro' a Sieve. This Medicine is very 
Violent, but 'tis what they like and 
commc^nd very much. The EzmU is 
a thick Tree, the Bloflbm of which 
is blae , it grows into a fort of Bal], 
of an Oval Figure/ full of Cotton, 
of which the People of that Country 
make pretty fine Cloth. 

Wc refted four Da^ys at Hcldoue to 
take in Water and Provifions-, for we 
were to pafs thro' a Defart, where 
there.wasaeither Brook nor Fountain. 
The Heat is fo exceflive, and the 
Sands of tbofe Defarts fo burning, that 
there is no inarching J}are-foot, with- 
out having ones Feetextrenjely fweird. 
Neverthelefs the Nights are Cold e- 
nough, which Occafioas troublefbmeDi- 
ftempers in thofe who Travel thro' ifa^ 
Country^ unlefs they takp gre?t Pre- 
cautions* After two Days March, we 
came to Chflbie^ which is a X>>antry 
full pi Alncp, and within three Days 
we Reached . to Selyma , where we 
fwxnifli^d oor felves with Water for 
five Pays, from an ejccelknt Springy 
which is in the Middle of the Defert. 
Thofe vaft Wildernefles, where the^c 
is neither to be fouad Bird, nor wild 
fieaft,iior Herbs, no upr fo much as a 

lictk 
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littk Fly^ and where nothing is to be 
ieen but Mountains of Sand, and the 
Carcafles^ and Bones of Camels^ Im- 
print a certaia horronr 4n the Mind, 
which makes this Voykge very tedi- 
ous and difagreeable. It wouM be a 
hard matter, to Crofs thofe frightfal 
Defarts without the Afliftance of Ca- 
mels. Thefe Animals will continne fix 
or feven Days, withoat either eating or 
drinking, which I cou'd never have 
bcUev'd, if I had not obfervM it very 
particularly. That which is yet more 
ibrprifing is, what a venerable old 
Man, Brother of the Patriarch of 
%^thiopid who was of our Caravan, 
afliired me, w.c. That having, twice 
made, ths Journey from Selyma to Sudan 
%hTo' tht Country^of the Negro's, and 
having each time fpent forty. Days in 
pafilng the Defarts, which lie in the 
Road, the Camels of that Caravan 
bad neither eat qor .drunk during that 
whole time. Three or four Hours. 
Reft in a Night fuifices them and fup-* 
plied the want of Food, which you 
are not to give them, before you have 
«f2lter'd them^ becaufe they wou'd o- 
tbcrwife borft* 

B4. The 
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' The Kingdom of Sudm lie? Weft* 
ward of that of Senftar. The Mer- 
chants of the higbevEgyft trade thi- 
ther for Gold and Slaves; The Kings 
of Setm^ir: and Suddn are almofl: con^ 
tinually at Wars. As for the Mules 
and Affes which they- make u(e of in 
paffing thro' thole Defefts, they give 
them every Day only a fmall quan- 
tity of Water. 

On the 26th oVOEl^ber we arriv'd 
at Mschou a good Urge Tov^nfliip on 
the Eaftern JBank of the River Nile, 
This River forms in that Place two 
great Iflands fuH of Palm-Trces, of 
Senna, and Coloquiotida. Machu the 
only Place inhabited between that and 
Helaoue^ is in the Province erf Fungi \ 
it appertains to the King of Senn^r:^ 
and is. the Beginning of the Country 
of thtBarauras^ whom we call Barbarins^ 
The Erb^ or Governour of this Pro- 
viiicc having undcrftood, that the Em- 
perour of f^thiopijt had fent for us 
to his Court, invited us to come to 
Jfrgosj V9h€vc he refides. T-bis^ Bo- 
rough is oyer ag&inft Machou on the 
other Side of the iSfi/e y we went thi* 
ther by Boat. The Governour received 
us with much Civility, and regal'd 
, • , ^^ • us 
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us for two Dap ; which very much 
Tcfrcfti'd US| after tlie great Fatigues 
we had undergone. The chief Officer 
of the Cuftoms, who is Son to the 
Rhig of DdiMP^tf^ has alfo hisRefidence 
zt Argos. Thi^ Prince never appe^s 
in. PuDlick, but mounted on Horfe- 
back, cover'd jwith two Hundred little 
Brafs Bells, which make a great Noile, 
and attended by twedty Musketeers, 
and two hundred Soldiers arm'd with 
Lances and Sabres; He cam? to vifit 
our Tents, where they prefented him. 
with Coffee, and where they paid the 
Duties which confilt of Soap and li- 
nen Cloth. He did us ihe Honour to 
invite us the next Day to Dinner* 
We went thither at the Hour ap- 
pointed. His Palace is lar^e and built 
of Brick, that is bak'd in the Sun. 
The Walls arc very high, flank'd at 
certain Dtftances with great ll^uare 
Towers without any Port-holes, be- 
caufe in that Country they have no 
Ufe of Cannon, but dnly Mu^ketsl 

After having pafs'd eight Days at 
Mathouy we left it on the F6urth of 
Ncvemher^ and we arriv'd on the 
13th of the fame Month at Dongo^ 
la ^ an the Country we met with upon 
^ ^ B s our 
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opr Roj4 W f^^ this.Tpiva, aad CTC^ 
a$ far as: Arn^r, 19 very pleafaot^ but 
it has 9at above a Lcagoe in Brea4tb«^ 
Beyoud this, thc^c are duly fridjtiul 
pefarts. Tl»e NiU ,g\idies thr^ -the. 
Middle of that delicious plain. TThc 
fiaaks are . high and m^ch rais'd \* fp 
that Ms pot* the Qverflowing* of the 
River which caufes th? Fruitfolneispf 
tliis Soil, as in f^gyp\ ^i^ the Indnftry. 
^Labour of the Jnhabiuats* Where- 
as \% feidom R^ins . i^ this Coidtry> 
they take caf;e by thp Means of cer- 
tain .Wbeels, which ate turn'd bf. 
Qspen,. to .puaip^tiji a Prodigious qnaji- 
tity of \^atef , which they CcKivey 
thro' t^e Middle of their Groqnds, 
into large Confer\catori^s Bjade oa pur- 
pofe to Receivef if, from whence they 
aftef wards draw it as,.Oqcafioa ferves, 
to. Water th#ir Lands^ which withoiH 
this helpi woja'd Qt^erw;ii!e be Fruitkis 
and Barren. 

Silver is. of no. Vfe ^n this C<jujfttryL 
in the Way of Trade j all is done by 
exchange of Copimodrties^ as- in the 
prinjitive Times. .With Peppei;^ Ani- 
feed, Fenil, Qibvea, and C¥onrg» 
which is Wooldy'd blue, with Spiqa.

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like tiAnpi Piflerigtrs . but ^^ Pro- 
i^lflWis as they haie Occafioti for. 
Thiy tit ha of her BreAd than that of 
Hiraj wHkh i& a fttik^ round Grain, 
afld w^fctch they make Ufe of for a 
fort 6f thick Beer vei*y ill Tafted. 
Till* beiitg bad to ke^p, they are fof c'd: 
to^nidkeit Fi-efti, almoffi every Hour. 
A Man that has but fpme Bread of 
jt>pra and |iis Goard full of this un- 
pjteafam Liqtt6r, which they will drink 
tin they are intoxicated, thinks him- 
fdf happy and to inake good Chear. 
With 'this light Nourifliment, the Peo- 
ple here enjoy good Health, arid are 
more robuft, add ftronger than th6 
Europeans. Their Honfes are of Mud, 
lo^, and covef'd with the Reed^ pf 
3ord. Biit their •Horfes are exaftly 
v*eH ' ihapy , and very proper for the 
rtienage. Their Saddles are very high 
bdch before and behind, which .JPa- 
tigaes a ' Horfe nrach. P^rfons of 
Quality g6 bare-headed, with their 
Hair braided agreeable enough. Their 
Whole Habit cbnlifts of a fort of 
rtiffiapen Veft' without ;Sleeves, they 
wear nothing on their Legs, nor on 
their Feet, except a fingle Sole made 
fad: with Latcliets. The common Peo- 
ple 
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pie wrap thqmfelves about Mth a 
Piece of linea ClotJi| which they: 
wear after hondred di^rent ManA^s^ ^ 
The Childrea are almoft na^ed. AQ: 
the Men hare Lances, which they 
conibantly carry with them ; the IroQi 
at the End is like a Hook -, there 
are fbme of them very neat. Thofer 
who wear Swords, carry them , haog- 
lag on their left Arms.. O^thesand. 
B}aj^emies are very common amongft 
tliofe ftupid People^ and who like-* 
wife are io debaoch'd, that they have- 
neither Modelty, nor Civility, nor 
Religions For altho^ Mahometanifiti* 
is what at pefent they make Pro-: 
feffion of, yet they know no more 
than the bare Formalary pf their Pro- 
feflion of Faith, which they repeat 
upon all Occafions. What is trnply 
deplorable, and which drew Tears 
from the Eyes of Father Brwedenf^' 
my dear Companion, is, that it is not- 
Ipng^ iince this was a ChriiJkia^tCoantry^ : 
and that it ' has not lo^ ' tl^e Faith, 
but only for w^nt of fome Periba 
who had Zeal enough to confbcrate. 
himfelf to the Inftrudjon of tbis^ a-, 
bandon'd Nation. Upon ow Way 

we 



we found a great Number of Her* 
xnitages^ and Ghiirches half rnia'd. 

We made ^ (hor t Journeys from ' 
Ai4ch^ to DongoU to recruit ourielres 
after tliofe. long: ones vee bad made in 
palfing thro^ the Defarts. It was liot 
above . two \ Y^rs iibce that .Country 
yif^ depopulated by the Plague. It 
was fo violent at Ci^V^ in the Y^ar 
1696 when I was there, a^d where. 
I expoi^d* my felf to the SServicc of 
t}ie Infefted, that they aiSir'd me 
that there died every Day to the 
lilumber of ten thouiand. Thi$ ter-*' 
rible Scourge fell upon aU the higher 
I^gypj and the Country of the Barba«* 
rins i fo that we found feveral Towns^ 
and a great Number of ViOages with- 
oot Inhabitants, and large Provinces 
atiQther times very fertile, quite laid 
wafte and entirely abandoned. 

As;fi>Qn ajs we cameJn Sight of 
the CiVi oiJ>(fng9U^ the Captain of 
our Caravan left us and went to beg 
PernHflfioa of the Kiog for himfelf and 
his Company to enter the Town ; 
wthich^was willingly granted him. We 
were at that time iova Villagei» which 
is as, it. were, x^ Suburbs to the Ci- 
ty, and we |ia£b the iLiver in a great 

Boat 
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Boat wUch that Prmce keeps for 
Coatenienod of the Poblick* AtLMer(>. 
cfaandices pay a Doty, btt the Pftf- 
fctgers pay notbiog. Tie City 6f 
Bf^iifvi feated on the Baftern Baffk 
t/L\tit NtU upoft tbe DecHneof s 
dry and famdy Hiil : Tbel Ho!ife$ are 
iH boilt^ aiid the Streets haifdeftrted^ 
and fillM with Heapi of Sand bcca« 
lioo'd b^ Floods firom the Moiuit»ff» 
Tke Caftle Hvbl the vefy Oater of 
tbe Towo^ it is larger aUdipaaoiis^' 
but tlnr Fortifications are incoBiidera^ 
ble.

oadertalqeii, he iavited mto Stey at 
bi$ Court vbat a» foQa as^ . we had 
made ktipwa to htm the Bagage^ 
xneots, we had with th& Emp^rottt o£ 
m^hjtofia^ be pfefi'd im; no forthien 
liv^ Kiagdom ta Hercdkaryv bat ho 
pays a Tribute to the Kii^g o£ 

. We departed froor Da«ij<nU^ on the 
6^fe pf .

Dire&ing; their Journey between the 
South and the WeO:, to enter into 
the great Defart of Bihcuda^ which 
16 not to be cro&'d in lefs than five 

Days, 
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Day$9 whitetrcf. Speed they make/- 
This E>efirc is not tt> frigbtibl as 
tfaofe of Ubya^ where there is nothing 
to be* feen bat Sand ^ in this yoa 
meet with here and there, botlr* 
Grafi and.Trees. After having pafs'd 
It, we again 'met' with* the NiU at 
Jkrrtird a confiderable Village, where 
we Reft^ two Days. This is a Plea- 
tifol Coiinfry, and Probably by Rea* 
fi>n of the great Plenty, the Inhabitants 
have given it the Name ofBeladalla^ 
that is to fay God'^C^mtry. We left 
it on the ^6th^ and bent oar Goarfe^ 
towards the Weft. There's not 2 
ViUage to befoand upon that Road, 
bat the Inhabitants wh6 live under 
Tents, bring in Provifions to Travel- 
lers. 

After fome days Joarney we again 
meet with the Nik near Gunrry. Tis 
the Refidence of a Gov^rnour^ whofe^ 
principal Employ is to Examine whe- 
ther in the Cmravms which cpme from' 
Bgyft^ any one has the fmall Pox, be- 
cauie that Diltemper is not lefs Pan- 
gerous, nor makes lels Deltradion in 
that Country than the Plagae in Eu^- 
r9f€. That Governor fliow'd a par-- 
ticalar, Civility to as in Favour of 
> • . the 
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the Throne of €/€thiofia^^% they exprefs 
ihemfelvcs, when they mention that 
Emperor, and he Exempted us from 
the Qaarantain, which they' ufnally 
make in that Place, where 4s the Paf- 
fage over the Nile. 

The Manner of pafling that River 
is fomewbat fingular. They put the 
Men and the Goods into the fame 
Veflelj but for Beads, they faften 
them by the Head, and under the 
Belly with Cords which they dravr,- 
and flaken according as the Motion 
of the Veflel requires. The.Beafts 
Swim, and fuffer much in the Paflage, 
and many of them die, for aitho' the 
Nilt be not broad at that Place, yet 
it is Rapid and deep. We fet oaC 
from Guerry^ the firft of February^ aqid 
took up our Lodging at jH/m a large 
Village built with Iquare Stone, where 
the Men are nil and comely. 

After having Travelled towards the 
North-Eaft,' to avoid the great Wind- 
ings of the Nile^ and pad thro* the 
Villages of jilfon^ Cotram and C^min^ 
and crofs'd a great Ifland which is 
not taken Notice of in our Maps, we 
Arriv'd at the Town of HMrhagy^ 
where there is plenty of Provilioos, 

and 
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and where wc rcfrcfli'd our fclvcJL 
The following Days were fpcnt in pa- 
fing thro' the Forefts oi jicaocUs^ in 
which the high thorny Trees were 
Loaded with Flowers, of a yellow and 
blue Colour V thefe latter fend forth ^ 
very agreeable Flavour, Thefe Woods 
arc Stor'd v|fith little green Parrets^ 
and a fort of Wood-bons, and a World 
of otlier Birds which are not known 
in Europe. Thefe delicious Forefts 
Jed us iqto large Plains^ which are 
extreniely Fruitful and well cultivated. 
After holding on our Journey for fome 
time, we came within Sight of the 
City of Semary \aA were cbarofi'd 
with its Pleafant Situation. 
• This. City which contains near a 
League and a half in C6mpa&) it ve^- 
ry populoas, but has nothing of neat- 
oe(s,and befides, is ill governed. They 
Number in it near adHundred thou* 
iand Souls. It is feated Weft-ward 
ei the River Nilf upon an Eminence, 
At tiiirteen Degrees, four Minutes of 
Northern Latitude, according t6 the 
Obfervation which Father W« Buved^nt 
oiade at Noon on. the lift ot March 
1699. \TheHpufes are only one Story 
higb| 9Ad afre ill ^ Built \ but the flat 

Roof 



Roof which covers thtm, is very con- 
venient. As to the Suburbs, they are 
only wretched Cottages coverM with 
Reeds.. The King's Palace is furroon- 
ded with high Walls of Brick bak'd in 
the San, but has nothing Regular in 
it : Yqu fee nothing but- a confus'd 
Heap of Buildings, without Symmetry 
or Beauty. The Apartments of this 
Palace are furnished richly enough with 
large Carpets after the manner of the 
Levant. 

We were prcfcated to the King the 
Day aftfir our Arrival. ^ Tlie firff: thing 
was to Qiake us> put off our Shooes ^ 
this is. a Point of Ceremony, which 
all Strangers muft obferye ^ for as to 
the native Subjeds of that Prince, they 
arc never to appear before him but 
£are-foQft. We entcr'd immediately 
after, into a large Court pav'd with . 
little fquare Tiles, of different Co- 
lours, after the manner of Paytnei. 
Round about it ftood the Guards arm'd 
with Lances. When we had almojft 
paft over the Court, they oblig'd us 
to Itop Ibort before a Stone^ which is 
near to an open Hall, where the King 
ofiially gives Audience to Embafladors. 

There we dialed the King according 

to 
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to the Caftorn of fhe Country, fallin_ 
upon oar Knees, and thrice Kifling the 
Ground. That Prince is Nineteea 
Years of Age, Mack, but well fliap'd 
and of a Majeftick Prefence, not ha- 
ving thick Lips, nor flat Nofe like the 
Reft of his Sobjefts. He •was Seated 
npon a rich Bed ander a Canopy, with 
his Legs acrofs after the Oriental Fa- 
fliion, and round him Twenty Old 
Men featcd after the lame Manner, 
but fomewhat Lower. He wasCloath'4 
with a long Veft of Silk Embroider'd 
with Gold, and girt with a* kind of 
Scarf made of fine Calico. He had ft 
white Turban on bis Head^ The Old 
Men were clad much after the fame 
Manner. At the Entrance of the 
Hall the Prime Miaifter ftanding;. 
Complimented the KSng in our Karnes, 
and delivered back his Anfwer to as. 
Then we Sainted the Prince a Second 
time, as we had done in the Court, 
and we Prelented him with fomie 
Chryftals, and other Curiofitiei of 
Europe, which be gracioufly Accepted. 
He askM us many Queftions,' which 
difcorer him to be curious atid <s£ 
a piercing Wit. He cfiquir'd the 
OccafoA of Qiar Journey, and feefn^d 

to 
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to bear a great AffeAion andRefpeft 
to the Bthperour of t^thiofia. After 
an Hours Audience we withdrew, 
making three profound Reverences. 
He X!]^der^d bis Guards to attend us 
to our Lodgings, and afterwards fent 
ns great Veflels fiU'd with Butter, 
Hony, and * other RefrefliQients \ and 
moreof er two Oxen and two Sheep. 

This Prince Dinei twice a Week, 
at one of his Country Houfes, which 
is at a Leagues Diftance from theTown* 
The Order be oblenres in bis March • 
is this. Between three and four 
hundred Horfenijen mounted upoa 
fine Horfes make the fir ft Appearance. 
After thefe comes the Ring attended 
sby a great Number of Footmen, and 
ArmM Sooldiers, who* with a Loud 
Voice, fing forth his Praifes, and play 
upon the Tabor, Which makes no 
UQpleafant Harmony. Seven or Sight 
hundred young Maids, and Women 
march together vyith thefe Souidiers, 
and carry upon their Heads, great 
round Baskets of Straw, of different 
Colours, and finely made. Thefe Baf- 
kets which reprefent all Sorts of Flow- 
ters, and the Covers whereof are 
Pyramid-wife, arc fiird with. Copper- 
. . Diflies 
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diflics Tintfd orcr, and fall of Fruit, 
aad fevcral Meats ready drefs'd. Tbcfe 
Diflies are ferv'd before the King, and 
afterwards are diftdbcfted amoogft 
thoie,who haT^lii&Henoar to attend 
Qpon hiiiu Two or three bandred 
Horfe-ment follow in the fame Order 
as thofe that rrtnt foremcrft)^ and cloft 
the whole March. 

The King who Iierer app^rs in Pab- 
lick bat. with his Face cover'd with 
a Silk-Gauze^ of feveral Colours^ lits 
down to Table as fbonas he is ArrivM. 
The ufu^ Diverfion. of this Prince, h 
to propofe Prizes to the Lords o£ 
liis Court, and to flioot wi(h. them at 
a Mark with a Gun, at which they 
are not as yet very Expert. After 
they liave fpent the beft Part of the 
Day in this Exerciie, they return in 
the Evening to the Town, obfcrving 
the fame Order as at tt)eir fetting out 
in the Morning. This Entertainment 
is regularly taken on Wednefday and 
Saturday every Week. On other Days 
he holds a Council Morning and 
Evening, and applies himfelf to Ad- 
mipifter Juftice^to his Subjeds without 
leaving any Crime unpunifljM. In that 
Country they don't feek to protraft 

Caufes. 
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Caofes. As foan as a Criminal is 
feizM, th^y brin^ him ]|)cforc the Jud^c, 
who examines him, and condemns hior 
to Die, if he 1)e^(ja:^ty . The Sentence 
h executed npon the Spot ; they take 
the Criminal . and throw him upon 
the Orband, then with great Clabs 
they beat him upon the Breaft till 
he Expires. In this Manner daring 
on ftay at Stnnar^ they treated an 
o^thiofian call'd Jofefh^ who had had 
the Misfortune fbrac time before to 
Heppunce the Chriftian Rellgioff and 
embirag'd the Mmhomhan. 

After this terrible Uxecntioa: they 
brought ,mc a little. Turkifli Girl about 
five or fix Months Old, to be cnr*d 
of an Infirmity. Whereas this Child 
was in a defperate Condition without 
Hopes of Life, Father de Brei^denp 
Chriften'd it under Pretence of apply- 
ing fome Remedy, and this Infant 
was fo happy as to die after receiving 
Holy Baptifm. In which it ftem'd, 
that God by his wonderful Providence 
wou'd pleafe to repair the lofs of 
that Unfortunate ^/Ethicpan. Father 
de Brevedent on his Part was fo over- 
whelmed with Joy, for having ope n'd 
Heaven to this Soul, that he allur'd 

me 
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me with a Tranfport not to be cx- 
prefs'd. That altho' he had done no- 
thing elfe in all his Life, he flion'd 
cfteem himfelf well recompcncM for 
all the Pains and Fatigues be had un- 
dergone in this Voyage. 

All things are very cheap at Stmurl 
A Camel cofts not above fevcn pr 
eight Livers, .an Ox fifty Pence, a, 
Sheep fifteen, and a Hen a Penny; 
Wbef ten, Bread does not relifli with, 
^hpie . People^ which they only make 
for Strangers. . The Bread which they 
themfelves cat, is that pipora^ which 
i^ * fnpall Grain i% \ laid before* 
'Tis gpod whilft it .is' new, but after 
one Day it grows iniipid and not to 
be eaten. 'Tis a fort, of large Cake 
about the thicknefs of a Crown. The 
Commodities of this Country are £- 
kphants Teeth, the Fruit call'd Tar 
marln^ Civet, Tobacco, Gold-dull, &c. 
They keep a Market. every Day in 
the wide Place in the Middle of the 
Town where V they fell all Sorts of 
Provifions and Goods. They alio 
have another before the King's Pa- 
lace. 'Tis in this Market that they, 
cxpofe their Slaves to Sate. They^ 
lit upon the Ground with their Leg^ 

acrofs 
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nc^ofs, the Men and Boys on one 
Si(fe, and the Women and Girls on 
the other. You inay have one of the 
ftrongeft- and moft robuft for ten 
Crowns, which makes the Egyptian 
Merchants bay up a great l^omber 
every/ Year. 

. The fqaalleft Piece of Money of that 
Kingdom is of the Valne of a French 
ppubU. 'Tis a little Bit of Iron of 
tlie Figure ofSt.-^»ttf;»y'sCrof8. The 
FaddA comes from Jiirkey, and is a 
ibi^H Silver Piece lefs than a Denier^ 
k's: worth a Penny. Bcfidcs thfefe two 
forts of Coin, they only make Ufe 
of SpaniOi Rtals and Piaftrcs, which 
are to *be round, for the fqdare ones 
^rc not current in Trade. A Piaftre 
Is 4iboiit the Value of four Livers in' 
that, Country. 

. The Heats are lb Infupporiable at 
Senn^^ that a Man has a Difficulty to 
breath in the day Time. They begin 
iA the Month of January^ and laft to 
the End of -#^pn7^ they are.followM 
by plentiful Rains^ which continue 
three Months, and Infed the Air, 
which caufes a great Mortality both 
amangll Men and Bealt. 'Tis in fomc 
Mcafure the Faulcof the Inhabitants, 
' G who 
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whd ^tt flovenly and who take ud 
Gate to dtain away the Waters^ bttt 
let thettt ftagnate and cbrmpt) io as 
to fend forth malignant Vapeur^.

Prince Gorech 
who lay hid ontill the Death of the 
King his Brother, had the good For* 
tune to be preferv'd by his Nurfe 
from the Cruelty of this terrible 
Council.

Wheh one has track'd the SbcH of 
this Fruit, which is no eaiie Matter^ 
you difcover a World ojf little Strings 
which fupporta Sabftance almoftlike 
to our Honey ^ this Subftance which 
fmells like Balm, is fo fweet and 
pleafant, that I don't remember ever 
to bare eat any thing more deltci* 
cious : In the Middle of this Sub« 
ftance yon find as it were a large 
dark-colour'd Pea, and very hard^ 
which is the Seed of this Tree -, be- 
fides the Fruit 1 fpeak of, this fame 
Tree bears another of the Figure of

The Bmi is as *ewcrc the Male af 
the IkUh\ it is not by one half fo 
high as the Palm-Tree| but^iH Leaves 
are almolt as Mng, and twice as broad, 
they make Baskets ofthem. Mats, 
and^eve&-Satts for the Veflels of t\\t 
Red Sea. This Tree prodnces a 
Frnit a Foot iii length, ^hich is 
covered with five or fix Leaves, the 
Meat of which is white and fweet like 
Milk, and very noarifliing. 

The Tree which they caU C^ugUs^ \% 
alfd of a prodigious Balk, ^is as it 
were, nine or tea great Trees bound 
and gluM together after a very irre- 
gular manner. It has a fmall Leaf, 
and bears no Fruit, only little blue 
Flbwers without Scent. There are 
iilfo in the vaft l?orefts of that Coun- 
try, feveral other Trees wholly uii 
known to the Europeans* 
'We refted nineteen Days ^Giefim. 
This Place is the Mrd-way between 
the Town of Sennar^ and the Gon-^ 
fines of t^thiofia^ and at the tenth 
Degree of Nothern Latitude, accor- 
ding to the Obfervation which Fa- 
ther dt Brevedent made of it.

We fet oiit from Giejlm on the 
iitb of 7^^ and after five Hoars 
Hfc came to a Village which they caU 
DeUb^ by reafon of the long Walks 
of Treesy which yoa fte as far as 
yoor Eyes c^a cany. We march'd a 
good while thro' tboife delicioas Allies, 
which are planted cheqaerwile. The 
Day following broDp;ht os to 0f4u^ 
a Village npon the Niky and the nextL 
JDay to JMotbfSy where there is a 
Kind of Box-Tree, which has neither 
the Leaf, nor Hardnefs of ours. All 
along that Road you meet with great 
For efts of Tamarinds always green ; 
the Leaf is a little larger than that 
of the Cyprefe. This Tree has little 
blue Bloilbms, which haVe a prety 
Smelly and a Erait almoll; like a Plnm ^^ 
they call it Erdeh in this Gonntry. 
Tbde Foreils of Tamarinds are fo 
hifliy, that they are* impenetrable to 
the Snn* We paft the Night after 
tl^e Valley of Somme^ thro' the Mid« 
die of a pleafant Meadow, and after 
two Days we enter'd &rie, a pretty 
Town of aboTe five or fix hundred 
Hoafes yery neat, altho' bailt of In*> 
dian Canes. Serke is fnrronnded with 
MoQAtaias in a fin^ Vale. Yoa meet 

with 
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with a Brook at yoar goiog out of the 
Town, and 'tis this little Brook which 
feparates odEr/iia^M from the Kingdom 
of SenriAT. 

From Serh which vi(c left on the 
20th oijune^ as far zi Condor^ the 
Capital of u£thiofia^ we found a World 
of pleafant Foantains, and »lmoft a 
Chain of jyiountains of different Fi^ 
gares, hut all very delightful, andco* 
TerM with Trees which are unknowa 
in Europe^ and which appearM to us 
larger and higher than thofc of Sen* 
ttar* Thefe Mountains, of which fome 
rife in Pyramids, and others in Cones^ 
are fo well cultivated, that there if 
210 waft Ground, and on the other 
Side are fo well peopled, that one 
would atmoft take it fm* one comth^ 
im'd Town^ We took up our Lodg- 
ing the following Day at Tambifiy a 
large Village which belongs to the 
Patriarch ot ^thiofU^ and the next 
Day brought us to jibiad^ fituate up* 
on a high Mountain coverM with 
Sycamores* From Giifim to thisVil:? 
lage the Fields are ^trd with Cot- , 
ton. On the. a^d of Jmt we made 
a Scop in a Valley full of Ebony-Trees 
and Icdian Carres, where a lion cart 

ry*d 
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ry'd away^ one of oar Camels* Lto&$ 
are very commoo ia this Coantry, 
stii^ yoa miy hear them roar all the 
Night* They are driven away by 
lighting great Fires, which they take 
care to keep in. There grovir npoa 
thofe Mountains S^uinanteSf abd other 
aroma tick Plants and Herbs. 

On the 24th we pafs'd the River 
Cdnd9V4h which i^^^^i? deep and rapi(^ 
which makes the Paffiige not a little 
dangerous. Tis not altogether fo 
broad as the Seine at Paris. It defcends 
from the Moantatns with that Vio« 
knce> that at the time of its Inundati- 
on it bears all before it* The Floods 
are fometimes fb great* that it is not 
to be pafl: under ten Days. It being at 
that time very low, we had no Difficult 
ty in paffing* It disbordens it felf into 
another River caQ'd TihftU that is to 
&y> iht JDnrtadfidy zxiA tbofe two Ri- 
vers join'd together! empty themfelves 
into the NiU* We alfo paft two other 
large Rivers the Day after; they were 
border'd with Box-trees of a wondet'- 
fal bignefsf and hiflh as our Beeches. 
On that Day one of our Beafts of Car* 
riage ftragling frcan theCaravan^ was 
bitten oa tte Hip by a Bear* The

and fairT<>WA9,l>fieton aU Sides with 
Aloes. 'Ti$v a Place of gr^at Com* 
jwrce: They hold a Market there 
every Day^ where the Inhabitants of 
the NeigbbmirhaQd come to vi^nt Ci^ 
v«9 Gold, and all Sort^ of Cattle apd 
Frovifions. The Ring of Stnn^ir, has ii) 
this Town, by. the Confent of the £m^ 
peror of %Sthii^i4^ an Officer of the 
Coftoms, to receive all the Dnties of 
Cotton, which they bring from hi9 
Kingdom istou^tbipUd^ and thole Du^ 

ties are equally divided betweca thofe 
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two PrincieSw Aboat two Leagues from 
Chtlgd towards the North,there is to be 
ften a Torrent, which falls from a* very 
high and deep Mountain, and which 
makes a natural Cafcade, not eafity 
inaitablc by Art. The Water of this 
Cafcade<lividtag it felf kto difiereut 
Canals, waters aQ the Country about^ 
ai)d renders It extremely fertile. 

At length we arriv'd on the 3d of 
July at B^h^ a neat little Town ia 
the Middle of a pleafant Plain, half ii 
Day's Journey from the Capital of t^thi» 
efU. We were conftrain'd to take up 
in that Place, by reafon of my falling 
very ill, and becaoie my dearCompa* 
nioni^. de Brtptdftit iaaxiA himftlf in m 
few Days reducM to the laft Extrenle-. 
ty by a violent Purging, oocafionM by 
the Kernels of Indian Piae-Apples^ 
cali'd Cataffitia^ which they bad given 
him unfortunately at Trif$U in SyrU. 
Tins Remedy always dangerous (ac^ 
cording to an able Phyfician ) had 
caus'd a Flux which incommoded him 
much) and which be concealed from me 
thro' Modefty- I had no fooner leam'd 
the Condition he was in» bat Iord<9r'd 
my felf t6 be carry'd into his Cham- 
beri although I was at that time very 

much 
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much out of order; IVfy Tears niorc 
than my Words gave Him to nnder- 
ftand, that I defpair'd of his Caret and 
that his Illneft Ws without Remedy. 
Thofe Tears were fincere* and if I cotfd 
have ftv'd hini at the Expencc of my 
own Life* I (hou'd have done rt with 
Plcafiire* But he was ripe for Heaven> 
and Almighty God tbonght fit to calf 
him to the Reward of his Apoftolicai 
Labours. I had been acquainted with 
him ^tCairoi where he was in fo great 
Reputation, that he pafs'd for a Man 
favoured of Cod by extraordinary Gra* 
ces> and even the Gift of Miracles and 
Prophecy* 

I had framM this Idea of him np^ 
on the cotnmon^ Report, bat was af-* 
terwards more throughly convinced 
6f the Truth by the feveral Predifti- 
ons he made both of his^ own Deaths 
and divers other things, which hap- 
pened to me in the Manner he fore- 
told me. During the whole Voya'ge, 
his Difcourfe was altogether of God, 
and his Expreffions wefc lb lively, 
and fo full of Piety , that they 
made deep Imprelfions upon txk. la 
the laft Moments of his Life, hi^

It was a 
Sort of Concb covered with a Carpet 
of red Damask flowerM with Gold: 
There were round about, great CuQii* 
ons wrought with Gotd* This Throne 
of which the Feet were of MalTy Sil- 
ver, was plac'd at the Bottom ot a 
Hall in an Alcove coverM with a Dome 
all fliining with Gold and Anre. The 
Emperottr was cloath'd with a Veft 
of Silk, embroidered with Gold, and- 
withr very lt>ng Sleeves. The Scarf 
with which be was girt was embroi-* 
der'd after the fame Manner, He 
was bare beaded, and his Hair braided 
very neatly. A great Emerald glit- 
ter'd on his Forehead, and added Ma- 
yeftj to him.

They made a Lane on both 
Sides, and holding an Iron Crofs ia 
their Hands, Ibme withia the Chapel 
and fome without. The Patriarch 
took . the Emperour by tHe ri^fae 
Hand at his entring the Chapel, whicfa^ 
is cali'4 Ttnfy Chrips^ that is to fay 
the Church of t^e Refiirredion,^ ana 
led him up thro' the Middle of the 
Religious, holding each a lighted Flam* 
beau in their Hands.

The Torrents at that time 
fwell extremely, and carry Gold a- 
long with them, '^ much ^mdrc -pure 
than that which they draw from the 
Mines.

There is no Country whatever betr 
tcr peopled, nor more fertile, thaii 
Mthiofid. AW the Fields, and even 
the Mbuntalnsy of which there are 
a great Nuniber, are well cultivated; 
Yoa rtay Tee' whole Plains cov^r*d 
over with * Gardataom, "and Girfger 
which has a ntoll agreeable Sccnt^ 
This Plant h here four times as big 
as that of tRe Mits: - The Multir 
tude of greai River*' which water 
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%£tbi§fi4^ and wJuch are alinays bor- 
dei'd with Lilies, Jooqailles, Tulipfi^ 
and an lofioitv of ocher Flowers 
which I never uw ia Europe^ render 
thajt Couotry delidons. The Forefts 
are fiH'd with Orange-trees, Citron- 
trees, Jeflemin, Pom^ranate-crees, and 
federal other Trees loaded with BLof- 
foms, which (end forth a laoB: fra* 
grant Smell. Amongft the reit, there 
is a Tree which Dears a ibrt of 
Koies much more odorlferons thaa^ 
ours. 

I have feen^ in that Ckmntry a 
very eictraordinary Animal ; 'tis not 
bigger than one of onr Cats» it has 
the Face of a Man, and a white 
Beard} its Voice is monnaiuL Tbk% 
Animal always keeps upon a Tree,, 
and they afllire me that there it is 
brought forth, and there it dies. It 
b £> wild that it is 'not to betam'cL 
When any one of thefe is taken which 
the; have a mind to bring up, aot- 
withftandlng all their Care, it pines 
and dies with Melancholjr. They

The Emperor 
informed himf^f exadly after what 
Manner thole Remedies were pre* 
par'd, and how they were to be ap- 
plied } what Efieds they ptodac'd , for 
what Diftempers they were proper.' 
He was not ^tisfied with only: a 
verbal Aceoant of thefe things, bat be 
order'd it to be taken in Writing : Bnt 
what I moil: admirVi, was that he 
feem'd to be extremely pleas'd with 
the pbyfical Reaibns I gate him of 
every thing. I taught him the Com- 
pofition of a kind of Bezoar, which I 
always madeuie of with great Saccefs 
in intermitting Fevers, as the. Empe- 
ror, and two of the Princes his Sons 
cxperienc'd. He was alfb carioas to 
fee after what manner I extraded Ef- 
fences. 

' Upon this Projed, . he fent me to 
Tzjfmbd^ a Monaftery fituated upon the 
Riter R^by half a Leagne from Gondsr. 
The Abbot, whom the Emperor bo- 
npnrs for his Vertue and Probity, re- 
ceiv'd me with a great deal of Civility. 

He is a venerable old Man of Four- 

E fcore 
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fcoFC And ten Years of Age, and one 
of ^ the xRcAs learned of the Empire. 
There I ftt ap my Stoves, and pre- 
pared ail that w^s necef&ry. The 
Bmperor came thither ^JnccgnitQ. I 
madefereral'Eipperiinests in his Pre- 
fence ani) communiicated to bm many 
Secrets, which ite was wonderMIy ca- 
fioDS to knew. I think tnyfelfoblig'd 
€0 adTertife all thoie who ftall be defi- 
Toas to carry Medicines into ^/Ephihia^ 
to take no other than Chymioal ^ne- 
pfar^ftions, becaufe Bleftuaries and Sc- 
raps eaiUy corrupt naddr the Line, 
ifhereas'E^Dces and -Spirits art can- 
ry'd ' withiMit fpoiltng, aid conferve 
themfelres'iiotwithftanding the Heat. 
. Daring the three A\^eksfiftie I ftaid 
with the Bmperor at Tzsmba^ that 
cario&sTfince often difcoors'd sieaw- 
cernifig 'Religion, and Ihew'd a gireat 
Defire of informiiig himfclf of ^nr fie^ 
lief, and of knowing in what we dif- 
fer froth the Religion of the C^ptSj 
i^hidi is that 'which is pradis'd in 
eSthidpu. I eMdavour'd to fatisfy 
hira as well a,^ I CoiiM j bat I own'd 
freely, that having never ftudy'd the 
more iiiceP^nts df Divinity, I had 
brought to hini^one of the ableft' Men

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of Eurofff., whether for the Mathema- 
ticks, or Difinity. Upon that, the 
Emperor gave a great Sigh, aod &id 
to me io a feeling maaiier ; / Imve had 4c 
grt4t JL^fs then J J confefs my Heart 
was pi^c'd at'that Moment mththe 
moft fenfihle Grief, at tb^eRefle^n, 
that .

I 

acd&vcr'd him. That we dotf t bdiev-e 

the haman.Hatare of Je&s Chrift to be 

ioft and ahforpt ip the Divine Nature, 

as a Drop of Water is k>Il; and ab^ 

ibrpt in the Sea, which is the Opinioa 

of the Copts and ;£thiopians, as the 

Emperor own'd^ but that we believe 

that the Word, who is the fecond 

l^eclbn of ^ the moft bleiled Trinity, 

was trnly made Man, in fuch man- 

E 2 ner, 
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ncr, that that Man-God, whom wc 
call ]e(as Chrift, had two Natures ; 
the I>iTiac io Qoality of the Word 
and Second Perfon of the mofl: holy 
Trinity, anS the Humaii Naturcy in 
the which he has appearM trae Man, 
has traly fofier'd in his Body, and has 
freely and volantarily fafier'd Death 
for the Salration of all Mankind* 
When I had done fpeaking, the Em^ 
peror torn'd to the Abbot, and as 
much as I con'd gnefs, entertain'd 
hiinfelf with him, opoa what J bad 
faid. They did not fhew any Sarprife, 
and I api perfwaded they are not a- 
verfe to the Sentiments of the Ca- 
tholick Cbarch npon that Point. From 
that time the Abbot gare me greater 
Marks of his Kindnels than before. 
Daring the Stay which the Emperor 
made at TzsnA^y one of his moft nfiial 
Diverlions was, to fee the Pages ride 
the great Horfe, and perform their 
Exercifes, at which thofe young Men 
are very expert. 

From Tz^mba to the Heads of the 
Ntle^ 'tis not aboTe fixty French 
Leagues* I had a delign to vifit thofe 
famous Springs fo much diicours'd of 
in Europe i and the Emperor was 

pleas'd 
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plcas'd to appoint rac a Troop of 
Horfe to attend me tbitber by way of 
Convoy : But I coa'd not take the Ad- 
vantage of (b favourable an Occaiion^ 
being then much indifposM with a 
Weakncfs of Breaft, with which I have 
a long time been affliSed* I begg'd of 
Maurat\ one, of the Prime Miniftcrs of 
the Emperor, and Uncle to the Am* 
balFador I fpoke of^ to give me. aa 
Account of them- Mourst is a vene- 
rable old Man of a Hundred and four 
Years of Age, who for the Space of 
more than Sixty Years, has been em- 
ployM in the moit important Nego- 
tiations to the Mogul, and the reft of 
tbe Courts of the Jndiis. 

The Emperor has fo great a Cpn- 
fideration tor him, that he commonly 
calls him Baba Mourat^ that is to fay^ 
Father Mourat. Obfcrve what this Mi- 
Bifter^ who has often been at the 
Heads of the NiU^ and who^has been 
carious in his Remarks, relates con- 
cerning them. 

la the Kingdom of Goayme there is 
a very high Mountain, on the Top 
of which are two plentiful Springs^ 
the one towards the Eaft, the other 
towards the Weft. From thefe two

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Spriflgs are form'd two Streannsi which

?reeD9 and cover'd with Flowers and 
rait) ai^d mixU with Trees planted 
at ajQ eqoal Diftance. This is the 
Idea you ooght to fratQe of the great- 
eft Part of the Towns of t>£thiapi4. 
The BmporoQr's Palace isieated ap- 
on an Eminence which commands the 
whole Town. 

Emfirds is famous for the Traffick 
of Slaves and Civet. They rearfuch. 
a prodigioas Number of thofe Ani-* 
mals, that fbme IVf erchants have to 
the Number of three Hundred. This 
is a fort of Cat, which is fed with 
fome Difficulty ^ they give it thrice a 
Week raw Beef, and on other Days 
a kind of Milk^Pottagc^ They per-

<»ther ieen my felf, or leam'd from 
unqoeftionabie Witnefles^i fliall fii^bear 
making any firtber RemarkSi^ . 

Finding daily a Decay t]f my Health 
by continual Relapfes, I took a Re-* 
iblntion to retnm into Frmfctj and to 
beg Leave of the Empetor to depart^ 
He expdrefi'd a tme Concern at my 
Intimation of it ; he reneir'd bis Or-* 
ders to treat me weD^ fearing that I 
was difiatisfy'd ^ he <^M me Hoaii^ 
and Lands, and even a very conC«* 
derable Settlement : Bat whatever 
Inclinatioi» I had to ferre fo amia-; 
ble a Prince^ and endow'd with io' 
great Qualities ^ I reprelented to him» 
that from the time 1 had that ftvece 
!Scknels at Barh^ which -had like to 
have carry'd me off,' I had never beea 
able to fet my felf np agidlSv notwitk- 
ftanding all the Remedies awl Precaa- 
tions I had taken -, that it was im- 
poffible for me to recover my Health . 
without changing the Climate, and 
breathing my own native. Air. ^ thjit, 
it was the greateft Affli^oo to me 

imagina^ 
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imaginable, to be ieparated tern fo 
great a Prince, bat that I Ihoald in-* 
fallibly die, in cafe I Ihoa'd wilfully 
continne in hb Dominions. The Em- 
peror foil of Goodnefs agreed, tho' 
with Difficulty^ to my prefling Soli- 
citation ; bat it was upon this Con* 
dition, that as foon as I flioa'd be re- 
corer'd, I woaM retarn into t^thiofia ^ 
and that be might engage me by all that 
is molt Sacred, he made me fwear 
upon the holy Gofpel, that I wou'd 
not fail in the Promife I had given, 
and th^ I woo'd obferve it invio- 
lably. 

The Efteem he had conceived for the 
King, upon what I had related, and 
ap^A.what he had learn'd from other 
Hands, mov'd him to defire an Alli- 
ance with a Prince, whibie Repotatioa 
made fb great a Noife in the Worlds 
and to fend an Ambaflador to him 
with Letters and Preients* He caft 
his Byes immediatelv upon an Abbot 
wbofe Kame was Apona Gngarm^ and 
to that Intent, he orderM me to teach 
him the Latin Tongue. This Religi- 
ons Man havina a great deal of Wity 
and being perfeo; both in fpeaking and 
writing Arabic)^ made a very confide- 

rablc 
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rable Progreis in a little time ; hat 
becaa(e in MtbicpU they more wiHing-* 
ly make afe of Strangers, than People 
of their oWn Coontry for Embafney^ 
it was no difficalt matter for the Mi-* 
nifter M^mraty to procure his Nephew 
to be nam'd AmbafTador for frantir. 
The Emperor declar'd him poblickly, 
and' ordered him to prepare his Pre- 
ients, whicfa^ confifted in Elephants^ 
Horfds, and ypang JEthiopian Chil- 
dren, &c. 

Bbi^g ae an Audience with the Bm«« 
peror. Before he^was^ relblv'd upon his 
Choice of an AmbafTador, he cail'ct 
for* tl^e' yotf ng Princes bis Chtldrea, and 
dnreding ki9 tUlcoarfe tst one of thd 
Tbmlgellv about eighe oc nine Yeaurs 
oid/ told him he \^ a mind to femf 
}t^x^\vm t^anc}^ the fioelt Conntry m 
the ' World. Thr yomfg Prince- am- 
fWer'd him' very miftiljv tfaatic^woiL'd 
be^he* greattib Conce? ti: iistfar Wbrldr 
td him, to be iepafated from his Fa-* 
tfaet^, ^burtimt! if k ^ere faisi Eleafiire 
he lh6ii'd make^.f^nrt V^ryagey^he 
vwu^d "undertake It :^idi!

Whea 
I was in hisPrefcnce, the grand Trcia- 
Ibrcr brought me a Brafcelecof Gold^ 
which the Bmpett>ar' graciouily p»tJ 
about my Wrift: with. Soand of Kettle* 
Drmn sifid Trumpets. Thi^ Honotrc 
itrv Mthiafik anfwcrs to ttaic of the 
Princes of Europe^ viihca tfeey.beftort 
their Orders or Kaigtsthood.

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My Departure was refolv'd on for 
the Second .of IJay^ of the Year 
1700. They gave me an Officer with 
a Gaard of a hundred Horfc, to con- 
.dad me as far as the Confines of the 
Empire, and an Interpreter who knew 
the Lan^ages of all the Provinces 
thro' which we were to pafs \ fore- 
very Province has it particular Lan- 
guage i feveral Merchants who were 
going to M^fus^ )oinM themfelves to 
me, and were glad to hare the Ad- 
vantage of tjus Occafioa to perform 
their Voyage with mote Security. 
Altho' the Arabafladour Mounu prcfs'd 
my Departure for fear of the Rains 
which already began to faU in^ the 
Kights, he cou'd not begin his Jour- 
ney fo foon, becauJDe the Emperour 
ftopt him* We appointed to meet at 
DuvdTMi to continue our Journey to- 
gether from thence. I cou -d not leave 
ue Emperour (who (hew'd me a 
thoofand Kmdnefles ) without a ten* 
der Concern, and be himfetf appear'd 
to be fenfibly touchM at this Sepa- 
rjation. i mnft owo that I can ne- 
ter diink upon that, great Prince 
without the moft lively Sentiments 
of Gratitude, and bad it not been 

for 
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for my Indifpofition, I Ihoa'd have 
derated my felf to his Pcrfon, arid 
facrrficM the Remainder of my Days ' 
to his Service. The Principal Lords 
of the Court did me the Honour to 
accompany me two Leagues accord-* 
iog to the Orders they had receiv- 
ed. 

We took oar Journey by the Town 
of Emfras^ of which I . have already 
fpoken. The Officer who Conduded 
OS, always got an Hour befdre us, in- 
to the places v^trt we were to Lodge. 
He alighted at the Governoars Hou(^ 
or at the principal Perlbns of the Vil- 
lage, and Ihew'd him the Orders of 
the Court written in a RoH of Parch- 
ment. This RoU is put into a little 
Gourd, which he faftens to his Keck 
with filken Strings. - As (boa as he 
Arrives, the Chief of the Town or 
Place meet together before the Go- 
vernour's Gate, where in their Prefence 
he unties his Gourd, and takes out 
of it the little Roll of Parchment, 
which in the Language of the Country 
is calVd Ati Htfts^ that is to fay the 
Command of the Emperor ; he pre- 
fents it with a great deal of Refpeft 
to the Govcrnonr, teQing him that if 

he 
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h€ does liot wecnte it, his Hevd mofi: 
anfwer for it- WJien aay Order is 
upon paia of Pea(b, 'tis written ia 
red Letters. The Govei^oiHrtp teftifiis 
lus Refpea aad ObedieiH:ie, talc^f l£^ 
iinid t)ats it ppoA his Head ^ after 
jtbat, he gives his Orders to . defr^ 
the Expences of the Officer, and his 
O)inpaoy thro' all tbp ^P^aces of his 
Govcrnmeat. 

We made^tt a Days loijirQey betvreca 
fSaniar and Ettrfras^ belag ohUg'd tp 
pafs over a high A^O0QtaiiO'iby vorf 
aiffieolt Ways.

We Arrived at Emfr^s on the Third 

di M^y^ and were lodg'd in a £iir 

Houfe belonging to Mawr^tthR Elder- 

I W^ regal'd there for three Days. 

I was Entertained with Conforts of 

th« Harp, aftd a kind of Violin, 

which 
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Tvhich COOKS very nc^r oar own. I was 
prefent at a fort of Show : The Aftors 
fing Verfes to <lhe Honenr of bim^ 
whom they ^elign to divert, a^ 
ihew a tboa&nd Tricks ef Adivity; 
&me of them dance jiigs to <tke Soun^ 
tif little CynArels, aiid being fiUmble 
dud Kbx^t maiKe ieveral extravagant 
I^oftares in tfaetr Dancing. Ot1ber$ 
iiolding a Naked Sabre in one Hand, 
and a Buckler in the other^ lUprefent 
a Battle dancing, anji cnt &ch iar^ 
ptHing Gapm, tliat one woo'd mot 
lielieTO it, niridioat feeing. Qae of 
thofe Caperers broogfat me ^ Hiog, 
4ind bid me either bide it wi felf, or 
^:re it to feme :Atfaer to hide, aii4 
thitt he won7d Ibon tdl me where it 
wnas. I took it, and bid it ip well, 
that I ithougbt it tmpofiiide tpGaeft 
mrbcre 1 l»d pot it. A Moment after, 
I was mndi ibrpris'd, to fee this 
Mm come dancing to me keeping 
Time all the while, and whifper me 
in the! Ear that be had thefii|ig,.and 
that I had not hid it well. Again, 
•there ^are oth^ers who hoU a Lance in 
one Hatid, a^ a gl^of Metheglin 
in another, land leap Prodigioiifly high 
without i{itlli]^:Qiie Xtrop, 

They 
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They dclir'd mc to Vifit a Ferfon of 
Quality that was fick. One of the 
Standers by faid to mc ia my Ear 
Micb^ that is to fay, he is ftrock by 
the Evil Spirit. At the Time I was 
at GmJUar^ 1 heard them often fpeak 
of that lllnefsyandthe Empenmr him* 
fclf, more than once ask'd my Opinion 
concerning it. I anfwer'd, that God 
did ' not permit thofe Obfeffions, hot 
cither to Panilh our Sins, or to dif- 
cx)vcr his Pow^. 

Prom Emfms we advanc'd-to Of^, 
where we took up our Lodging. This 
Place was formerly the Refidence 
of the Emperors of t^Cthiopis. The 
Town is little, bat the Situation very 
deligbtftil, and the Country round a- 
bout . very pleaiant. I took up my 
Quarters with the Governour of the 
Province, who receiv'd mc very hono- 
rably, as alfo did the other Gover- 
nours and Heads of the Villages with 
whom I lodg'd thro' all my journey. 
*Twas at CV^f where they firft began 
to recommend our Baggage to the 
Lords of the Villages, who ordered 
it to be carried as fer as the Fron- 
tiers, after the Manner I have alrea- 
dy related. I havcAOt exa&ly not^ 

down 
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down the Places thro' which we pafs'd. 
The great Weaknefs I then lay ao- 
iler, not permitting me to write as I 
cou'd have wifliM. 

We fpent feven or efght Days in 
pafling thro* the Provinces of Ogwrt^ ^ ^ 
where the Heats are not (b exceffive 
as elfewhere, by Reafon of the ma- . 
ny high Mountains. I was told they 
had Ice^here at certain times of the 
Year, hot I dare not engage for the 
Tmth of it. Amongfl: thofe Moon- 
tains there are Hoafes which are made 
in die very Rock \ they fliew'd me a 
Place where fome young People feek-. 
iag a private Place to be merry in, 
were all petrefied* Thofe who rela« 
ted this Paflfage to me, affirmed that . 
thofe young Libertins are ftiO to be * 
feen in the (ame Pqftures they were 
in, when they were turn'd into Stone. 
I believe thofe Figures are only Con« 
gelationSi in which Nature fports her*- 
Mlf fometimes. There are amongfl: 
thofe Kfountains fo great a Number 
of Houfes, that they feem to be one 
condnu'd Town. They are built, 
round \ the Roof, the. Figure of which 
reftmbles a Tonnel tura'd downwards*

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is of RiUbes, and ftppDited by Walls 
which rife ten or twdve Foot from 
the GroQiicL The lofide of the Hoafes 
are neat, and adorn'd nvith iBdiaa 
Caaes Mng'd artifidaUy. Markets are 
to be feuod every where, where che|^ 
icD all fints of Profifioos and Cat>- 
tlev the Coantry fwarms with Peo* 
pie. 

' Out of the Profince of C^^4, we 

enter'd into that of Sky, where tfa^y 

hi^VL to i^eak the Language of Ti^b. 

ficmre we came t0 &ry the Ga^tal 

of that Province, we pals'd onx the 

River TAfffl^ which is t9 &y, the 

Terrible ; tiiatis the X^asie they give 

it by Reaibn oi its rapid Stteasu 

'Tis four Times broader than the 

Seine at Pms , they pafs over it in 

fioats, there facing no Bridge. This 

Province is the moft plealast, and 

mcA fertile Conntry i have feen ia 

.^/Cfhiefis. You meet there with delici- 

oas Plains water'd With Fountains, and 

fiU'd with fpacious Forefts of Onoiga- 

TreeSt [Citron-Trees, Jcflatfiins, and 

Pomegranate-Trees. Thofe Trees aoe 

fo common ^ ia •^thiefisj that they 

\grow without any Care or Caltiva- 

ting: 
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tiflg : The Meadows and Fields are 
covered with Tulips, Renancqlas^ 
Pioks^ Lilies, Rofe^ Trees loaded with 
red and white RoTes, and a thoafand 
other forts pf Flowers anknown to as^ 
and which perfume the Air with a 
much ftrooger and more fragrant Sc^nt 
than in thofe pleaiant Places which 
are to be feen in Pr9tf§nc$. The Oj^ 
ficer who conduced me, has in that 
Province a very handfome Cattle, 
where he regaFd me eight Days. I 
began in that Place to ob&rve, that 
the Swelling I had at the Orifice of 
my Stomach, grew lefs, and that £icr 
ercife and the G>nntry Air gave mf 
an Af^ietite, and wrought a . very 
good EEk6t opon me. I receiv'd in 
this OAle the Vifit with which the 
Governoar of the Province hononr'd 
me by »the Emperour's Appointment. 
He commanded a young Elephant to 
be brought, which the Emb^dor 
was to carry into France^, and pre^ 
fentto the King. The Orders wnich 
were put into little Gourds wofe tp 
that JiSk&. 

k « 
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From the Province af Siry we pafs'd 
into that of jidovA^ the Capital where- 
of bears the fime Name. The Go- 
vcrnour of this Province is one of 
the feven prune Minifters of the Em- 
pire. The Emperonr has marry'd one 
of his Daughters to a Son of this Go- 
vernoar, who has four and twenty lit- 
tle Governments and Principalities 
under his Jurifdiftion. Asfeonaswc 
were arrivM at his Capital City, he 
order'd a nsagnificent Tent to be fet 
up in his Palace for my Reception i he 
lodg'd me in a very fine Apartment, 
and regal'd me the Space of fixteen 
Days that I ftaid with him, with a 
Magnificence worthy of his Rank and 
Qpality. It was he who had Orders 
to farnifli rae plentifbQy with all that I 
flxould want for my embarking upon the 
R.ed Sea, ^nd he did it in the moft 
obliging manner in the World. I 
was treated by Way of Regale with 
wild Beef, which is moch elieem'd by 
the ^Ethiopians , the Flcfli is verv 

food, and very tender. Thofc Beefs 
ave no Horns, and are not lb large as 
Dttrs in Franci*

There are alfo a great Number of 
Roe-Backs in this Province;i but I 
faw there neither Hinds nor Stags. 
After having return 'd Thanks to that 
Lord^ who overwhelm'd us with Ct- ' 
vilities, we continu'd to purine our 
Route. We pafs'd thro' a Foreft fiitt 
of Apes of all Sizes, which skip'd ap- 
on the Trees with an amazing Swtft- 
nefs, and which diverted us with a 
thcufand Tricks they play'd. After 
that we enter'd into the Province of 
Saravi^ where I had the Misfortane 
to fee the young Elephant die, of 
which I had taken the Charge. * 

In this Province are the beft Horfes 
of t^thiofia^ and from whence the • 
Emperour's Stables are furnifli'd \ from 
hence the Embaflldoar was to take 
the Horfes he was^o carry with him 
into^iT4»ce. Thpfc Horfes which arc 
full of Fire, and are as big as thofe 
of jirabid^ are alway* high Crefted. 
They have no Shooes^ becaufe ia 
t/£thhfis they know not what it is 
to Shooe Horfes, or other Beafts of 
Qurdcn.

IDS A Vojdge to j^thiopia; 

From Sarofvi we at length arriT'd 
at Dwarna the Capital of tb^ King- 
dom of Tigra.. There are two Go*» 
Ternours in this . Province* I know 
nothing of the Reafon, nor which 
are there leveral Divifions. They 
call them SsrMfas^ as much as tq 
lay^ Kings 9f the Sea^ probably be- 
caufe they border upon the Red 
Sea- 

JDiri'/irM i^ divided into two Towns, 
the Higher! and the Lower. The 
Mahometans inhabit the Lower. What* 
ever comes into %^thicfia by the Red 
Sea, pafles thro' Duvama. This Tow a 
which is abont two Leagues in Cir^ 
. cuit, is as l.t were the Bureau^ or ge- 
neral Magazine of the Commodities 
of the Indies. All the Houies are ^ 
bnllt withfqnare Stone^and theRopfs^t* 
are flat. The Kv9tx Moy^Ao. which 
paflTes at the Foot of this Town^ dif- 
$»rthens it felf into the Tehfel, It 
is not broad, but very rapid n . and 
not to be pafs'd wit;faout fome ban* 
ger. We fpent no lefs thayn two 
Months and a Half between Gf^dmr, 
and this Town, where I was to wait 
for the Coming of Mourat. 

Soon 
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Soon after my Arrival, the t«r6 Go* 
▼ernoars receiv'd the dokfol New$ of 
theDeath of Prince Sa/U^ Bldeft Son of 
the Emperoor, and prefomptive Heir to 
the Empire* Tins Prince who dy'd be- 
tween nineteen and twenty Years old, 
had all the Qoalificattons that can ren*" 
der a Prince accomplifli'd : Beiides that 
be had a very graceful Perfon, he had 
Wit, Courage, Worth, and a generous 
and liberal Heart, all vrhich made 
him the Delight of the whole Coort. 
A malignant Fever carryM him off 
within eight Days after his- Retarn 
from a Campaign he had been ma* 
king with the Emperour his Father 
againft the GaUa's^ where he had fig- 
naliz'd himfelf, for he had beat and 
|jurfu*d his Enemies fo briskly, that 
he had killed eight with his own 
H^nd. This Prince had a tender 
Ldnre for the Pei>ple, to whom he 
wou'd have been a Father had he 
liv'd. He gave EMmonftrations of this 
a little befof e bis Death. The £m«* 
perour going fto vifit him, attended 
by the greateft Lords of his CoutC^ 
the Prince tcdd him kt bad only one 
Fstvoor to beg of himi which wav 

F4 that 
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that he wou'd caTe his People^ which 
Was opprefs'd aad drainM by the in-* 
fa tiable Avarice of the Mioifters and 
Goverooors*. Thefe Words made fach 
an Impreffioo apon the Emperor^ that 
he coo'd not forbear weeping, pro- 
mifing him that he.wou'd take care to 
remedy it. I learn'd this Circom^ 
fiance from him that bronght the 
Kews of his Death to Duvsma^ with 
Orders to pray for the deceas^ Prince^ 
and to bewail him .according to Ca^ 
ftom. What they relate concerning 
his Vcrtues, is worthy of eternal Mc» 
mory. The Emperor his Father, be- 
ing one day fal'n into an Ambufcade 
of the Enemies, the yonng Prince raa 
with fall Speed to his Afliftance. He 
pierc'd into the thickeft Crowd, charg'd 
fo warmly on all Sides, and did Adi* 
ons of (b great Valpor, that he fay'd 
his Father's Life at the Hazard of his 
own. 

The Emperor whether thro' Policy, 
or by Way of piverfion difguifes him- 
* felf fometimes, and keeps out of Sight 
with two or three pf his Confidents; 
without anv ones knowing what is 
become of hxm. It happen'd oni::e that 

be 
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he abfeated himfelf for two Months^ 
which made the Prince his Soa high!/ 
oneafie,and gave him terrible Appre- 
henfions, becaafe it was bclier'd that, 
the Emperor was dead. 

Some of the molt cbnliderable Lords 
of the Court) who defir'd to advance 
tfaemfelves by flattering the Ambition 
of the yoang Prince, propos'd to him 
to take the Government into his 
Hands, and to order himfelf to be 
proelaimM Emperor \ becanfe there 
was Danger, left in the prefent Coa^ 
jnndare one of his Brothers mi^ht 
prevent him, and raife an InforreSion 
in fome of the Provinces \ that he 
might rely upon their Fidelity, and 
that they were ready to facrifice 
their Lives and Fortunes in his Ser-* 
vice. 

The Prince who had a tender Love 
and an inviolable Attach to his Fa- 
ther, rejefted with Indignation the 
the Propofai of thefe felf-interefted 
Courtiers, anddcdar'd that he wou'd 
never mount the Throne, before he 
had feen the Corps of his Father, and 
was aflbr'd of his Death. The Empe- 
ror returnM fome Days after, and was 

P $ in* 



informM by fi>me loyal Conrtier, of the 
pernicious GoQDiel that had been given 
to his Sofl. He beingextremely vrife^ 
and referT^d, made no Koife of it^ 
bat thoie Flatterers foon difiippear'd> 
withotit Having been feen ever fince. 
The Prefumptive Heir of the QtWfji 
has a'Princii^lity annex'd to bis Per* 
fon< 

I paft by this Principality in my 
journey to. DuvMrna. Tte Town ia 
call'd Hflem : , It has a fair M^aaftery, 
aQd a magnificent Chorch^ Tis the 
£iireft and large!): I have feeh in tiSthir, 
Of id. It is dedicated to St* HeUnm^ 
and from that Church in all likejiibood 
the Town has taken the Name of /fr- 
hnu In the jniddle of the fpacious 
Place before the Church, are to be 
feen three pyramidical, and triangular 
Spireis, all fill'd with HieroglypUcks. 
Amongft the Figures of tbefe Pyra- 
mids, I obferv'd upon each Face a 
Lock, which is very lingular, for the 
iEthiopians have no Locks, and are even 
unacquainted with tbeUfe of tbera. 
Altho' you fee no Pedeftals, yet thcfe 
Spires are no lefs high than the Obe- 
lisk of the Falace^bei^re St. frier's at 



JGMf, placM ti|>6ii its Ptdeftal. Tk 
heliev'd that this was the Country of 
the Qoeen bfSa^s : Seref al Villages de-^ 
pending upon this* Principality, whicli 
totbis Day bear the Kame of Sdbaim. 
They get Marble in the Monntains, 
which no ways yields to that of Etn-opi ; 
iut what is more conliderable is, that 
they alfo find a great deal of Gold,^ 
even in tilling tlleir Groondl They 
broeeht me privately Come Pieces, 
which I'found to be very fine. The 
ReligioYis of that Chorch are habited 
in yellow Skins, and wear a little 
Cap of the ianie Colour and Skin. 

After the Arrival of. the Cotiricr,' 
who was the MeflTenger of the fad 
Kews of Prince BJi^s Death ; the 
BamagMs ordered it to be made pnb« 
Uck with Sound of Tmmpet, thro* 
all the Towns of their XSovernroent.^ 
Every one but on Moaming, which 
confifts in waving their Heads ^ this 
if the Prance thro' the whole Empire, 
not only for Men, bat alio Women 
and Children. The Day following, 
the two Governonrs attended by all 
the Militia, and an infinite Number of 
People, went to the Church dedicated 

to 
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to the bkfled Virgii^* where they per* 
formVi a folemu Service for the Prince, 
after which they retufnM to the Pa- 
lace in the fame Order. The two 
JBarmigMs feated themfelves in a great 
Hall) and plac'd me in the Middle be- 
tween 'em. After that, the Officers 
and Perfons of Note^ both Men and 
Women ^ rang'd themfelrcs roand 
the Hal!. Certain Women with Ta- 
bor s, and.Men withoQt) plac'd them- 
ielT'es ki the Middle of the Hall^ 
/ind be^an to iing, as it were ia 
Farts, little Songs in honour of the^ 
Prince ^ but in Jo doleful a Tone, that 
1 cou'd not hinder being feiz'd inrith 
Grief, and Weeping for s^ whole Honr 
that the Ceremony lalted. Therie we^e 
fome who to teftify their Sorrow, tore 
their Faces, till they were coTer'd with 
Blood i or barnt tbcii: Temples with 
little WaxCandles. There were none ia 
this Hail bat Perfons of Qjiatitjr, the 
common People flood without in the 
Courts, where they gare fuch lamen- 
table Cries, that it wou'd have mor'd 
the hardeft Hearts. Thefc Ceremomes 
lafted three Days according to Caftom* 
It is to be obfervM, that when any 
JEchiopian dies, you hear on a]! Sides

molfc doleful Howlings. All the Meigh«* 
bours aflfemblt ia the Houfe of the 
Perfon deceas'd, and join in their Be«- 
wailings with the Kindred they find 
there. They wafh the Corps with par- 
ticular Ceremooiesy and after having 
wrapt it ap in a new Winding-Sheet 
of Cotton, they place it in a Coffin ia 
the middle of the Hatt with Fhm- 
bean's of Wax* Then they redooble 
their Weeping and Crying to the 
Sonnd of little Tabors. Some pray to 
God for the Soul of the Deceased, 
otben recite Verles to his Praifi:, or 
tear their Hair, and fcratch their Fa- 
ces, or barn their FleQi with Flam* 
bean's in Token .of their Grief. This 
Ceremony, which is both frightful and 
moving, continues until the Religions 
come to take away the Body. After 
baving Sing fome Pfalms, and made 
nTe 0? Incenfe, the^ begin their Pro- 
ceffion, holding an iron Crofs in their 
right Hands, and a Prayer- Book in 
the left. They themfelves carry the 
Body, and fing Plalms all the Way. 
The Relations and Friends of the De- 
ceas'd followi and continue their Cries 
nith drumming on the Tabors. They 
an have their Heads ihav'd, which is

the Badge of Moorning, as I faid be« 
ibrc. When they pafs by any Chnrch, 
the Proceilion ftops, and fbme Prayert 
aire faid there ^ after which they go oo 
to the I4ace of BoriaL There they 
renew/again their Oblations of Inoqufe^ 
they fing a white the PIklms widi a 
nbarofu) Kote, and pot the Body in* 
to the Ground. Perfons of Fafliion 
are bnried in tke Charchef, the reft 
in common Chorcb^yard^ where they 
plaQt a Namber of CralB^ not iknlike 
to what is praftisM by the C^rthnifaa 
Fathers. The Company retnrns back 
to the Hoafe of the Deceased, where 
they make a Feaft. They neet to-< 
gether for tliree Days, Kight and 
Morning to bewait, and eat no where- 
elfe dnring that time* After three Daya 
tbeyfeparate until theeigbth Day af*^ 
ter the Deceaie, and ib continue to 
xacit every eighth Day to mourn fbr 
two Hours, for the Space of a whole 
Year^ to the Anniverury-Day.

luifortonace ; the Horfes which he was 
to prefent to the; King died in the 
Way ; Mpptm fent back to Court to 
be . hiQiiih'd with others. This Ac- 
cident retarded his Journey, and made 
ne take the Reiblntion to gp and. 
wait for him at JMkJfuM^ there to give 
Orders for oar embarking. The Day 
before my Departure, the BMmsgas^ ha- 
ving fent bade the Troops, which had 
conduced me to J^wdmoj appointed 
a hundred Foot Sokiiers with an Of- 
ficer on Horie-back, to copmund them 
to be in a Readinefs to march the 
next Day to coaVoy me to Meffus.

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From Dw^r/ff, the Lords of the 
Villages don't order the Baggage to 
be carried by their VaflklSy hot make 
cfe of a kind of Ottn^ which they 
call Btrsy and are of a different Species 
fromthofe caBed irMf4 which are the 
ordinary Oren. Thofe Animals, the 
Flefli whereof is nbt good to eat, rid 
a great deal of Ground in a Ihort 
time. I ' bad twenty of them fpr my 
Vfe^ of which one Part carried the 
great Prpvifions for oar VefleU and the 
other our Tents; becaofe dfter the 
Rains bad ceas'd^ we lay every Might 
in the Fields. 

The Inhal^itants of that Country^ 
who are partly Mahometans and part* 
}y Chriftians, bring in Vidaals and 
FroTilions ta the Caravans that pafi. 
1 was informed that abo^t a Days 
Jloarney ont of our Road, there was 
a very extraordinary thing to be feen 
in one of the molt famous Moaafte- 
ries of the Country. I was curious 
to exanrine the Truth of it in Peribn. 
I left th^ high Way and took with 
me twenty Lance-men and the OfEcer 
for greater Security of this little £x- 
curwn* We I]pent half a Day iii climb- 

IDg 
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iug a very difficalt Mountain, »11 co- 
vered with Wood. When we were 
come to the Top of it, we fonnd a 
Crofs,andthe*Monaftery we fearch'd 
for; 

This Monailery is in the Middle 
of a Foreft, in a firightfal Solitade. 
It is well bnilt, and has a wideexten-^ 
ded Profpeft \ you difcover from thence 
the Red-Sea and a vaft Coantry. There 
are a hundred Religions in this Houfe, 
who lead a very auftcre Life, and who 
are habited in the fame Mannet as 
thofe of HtUni. Their CcHs ate fa 
little, that a Man can fcarce ftrefch 
faimfelf in one of them. They eat 
no Flefli, no more than the other Re-^ 
ligious of «/£iJ^/9fi4. They are con- 
ftantly intent upon God, and the Me-- 
ditation of holy things \ this is thehr 
whole Employment. I (aw there- an 
old Man of abont fixty fix Years of 
Age, who for feren Years had only liv'd 
npon the Leaves of wild OUTe-trees.This 
extraordinary Mortification had occa* 
fioned his fpitting Blood, which incom« 
modedhim very mnch.I gaye him fome 
Remedies, and preicribM him a Diet 
not altogether farigprom. He was

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^ flKm'd find a StaflT of Gold hanging 
Ma the Air: Having foand and feea 
^ the Miracle of which yon are Witnefs^ 
^faid be who.addrefs'd his Difcoarfe 
^to me, jAona Fhitiffcs doabted no 

* longer of the will of God. He obey'd. 
^ and bnilt this Monaftery, to which 
^ they have given the Name of Bihei$ 

* Jefus^ that is to fty the Hflcn efjefiu^ 
^ by Reafon of the .Apparition. I leave 
^ to the Reader, to make what Re- 
^ fiexions he plea(es, upon the Prodigy 
^ I have fcen, and upon what thofc 
^ Religions report concerning if. 

The next Day having taken leave of 
the Abbot and the ReUgioos, who 
did me the Honour to accompany 
me a . good Part of the Way, I went 
to rejoyn the Caravan I had left, and 
£> continaMmy Journey. I faw no^ 
thing in the reft of my Route^ which 
deftrves any particular Remark ; 
Eight Days after we had left Jhtvamd^ 
we Arriv'd at Arcauvd^ a little Town 
en the Bank of the Red ^a, which 
the Geo^aphers mifcall sAnquks. We 
only ftaid one Night. The Day fbl« 
lowing, we crofs'd an Arm of the Sey 
tft a Boat* and landed at MaiwM a 

Uttle 
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little Ifland) or rather a barren Rock, 
upon which i^ Boilt a Fortrefs which 
belongs to the Grand Signior, and is 
the RefideKe of a Bdchd. 

ThisFortrefs is of fmall Strengtb,and 
a lingleMan of War well mann'd woa'd 
eafily make it felf Mafter of it. Whilft 
I was there, an Engliih Veflfel came 
to an Anchor ia the Road^ which caft 
a Terrorinto the whole Ifland. They 
wire jpreparing for their Defence, 
whe(i the Mailer of the Veflel fent his 
Long Boat afhore to afinre the Cover- 
nonr he had no Caafe to ftand in 
Fear of the Englifli, who wert in Al- 
liance with the Grand Signior. The 
Bacha of Meffcus gives a Governoar 
to Susejuenj a Town depending upon 
the OftM9fum Empire, litaated opon a 
Bank of the Red Sea. In this Place 
is the Pearl-Fifliing, and for Tortoifes 
of which there is a great Traffick, 
and from whence the Grand Signior 
draws a confiderable ReVenne. The 
Bacha of Mejf^ud receiv'd me with 
tnoch Gvility at the Recommendati^ 
4)n of the Emperonr of RthiofU^ whom 
they ftand in great Fear of in that 
Coontry, and with Reafbn; for the 

Mthiafians 
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t/Etbiopimts coa'd ea(^Iy VMikc tfaenn 
ftWes Matters of the Place, whidi 
formerly beloog'd to tbcm, by ftarring 
them or refiifii^ to foraift tbem with 
Water, the Inhahitaiits of AAffouM 
beiflg oblig'd to fetch it from Jtrcmvs^ 
there being none in their Iflaod. 

At the Time I was at th^ Gosrt of 
'%Stln9fi4^ 1 was iflform'd that the, 
Hollanders had attempted, more tbaa 
once to engagf^ in Commercst with tbe 
^thitfiims^ bot whether it h^ Pifie- 
rence in Religioa, or whether it be 
the gmt Ppwtt of the Hollanders in 
the ^^^Mks^ that gives' them a 
Jealonfy, 'tis certain the oSthi^ims 
fpoii'd 9eTer mter into any Im^hc 
With them* 

The Bnglifli are aUb defirous of 
milking AUiance with the ^tbi^mn% 
and to my Knowledge an Armeniaa 
Merchant did aIE)ciate himiielf . to the 
fip^lifli in hopes to trade, thither, 
which woti'd he of great Advantage 
to them: For befides Gold, Civet, 
elephants Teetht &c. they won'd 
from thence Aloes, Myrrl^ 
J Tamarinds, and Cofi^e, whii^ 
a^ ^ihhfimA do notefte^m mnch, 

and 
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snd which, as I have been told, wa^ 
£i-ft traafported oat of t^thiopis ia«« 
toHiemen^oc ArMfid fdijc^ from wheace 
the Merchants now a Days bring t^ 
fyr at preftat they cnlti^rate it in e/£rib#- 
0f$d poly as a Curiofity* 

The GoflTee-Ptant refembles rery 
lAQch the Myrtle, its Leaves are al- 
ways grem, bat larger, and more 
tofted ; it bears a Fruit like the 
Piftacho-Nal, and on the Top a 
Hask, in which are contaia'd two 
Beans, and tjiis is what • they call 
Cofiee. This Hnsk is green at the 
Beginniftg, bat as it grows more ripe 
i)ea>ine8 of a darker €olow. 'Tis k 
Miltake that they piit Cofiee into 
iKMling Water, to prevent the Gtowtih 
of it as ibffle have affirmed ^ they 
iheD it from flie Hasks ia which 
it grows, and fend it away without 
Aore ado. 

The Delays of the Ambafladoor 
Mmwm gave me Ibme Uoeafinefs, be- 
caafe I appr^nded to lofe the Movf-^ 
fm. I writ to him, that I had taken 
a Refoliition to go and expeft him at 
Ctdda. He anfwer'd qie, that I might 
go thither, and that he woo'd endea-

1 had no mind to hatzard my felt 
in the Slups of the Coantry, which 
appeared to be very ilight and onfafe, 
the Planks altho* pitch'd and Urr'd^ 
beiog only faften'd together with p- 
tif 111 Cords, as well as the Sails, whicti 
arc only made of Mats of the Leaves 
ofDom. Kotwithftanding, thefe Vef- 
fcls, altho'foiU riggUoat, and worfe 
govern'd, carry a great Weight, and 
altho' they have hot above leven <»: 
eight Men to tnanage them, they are 
of great Ufe in aU that Sea.
